FLYWHEEL BURSTS.
ANACONDA. Feb. 10.—One of
the immense flywheels at the smeltor
power house of the Anaconda Cop-
per Mining Company’s smelters,
burst into fragments yesterday and
wrecked the building, but no one was
hurt.
